PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 26—Few Nazi 
have been given as much importance by students of Nazi 
plans for the “New Order” as the speech allegedly made 
by the German minister of agriculture, Richard-Walther 
Darre, and recently published in this country.

Nazi officials last May, the minister is reported to have 
Said that the Nazis envisage chattel slavery for the peoples 
of Europe conquered by Nazi arms, and economic subjuga- 
tion of the United States. “We actually have in mind,” 
he said, “a modern form of medieval slavery which we 
must and will introduce because we urgently need it in 
order to fulfill our great tasks.”

Preliminary results indicate that a substantial number 
of Americans—some fifteen million—have read the speech 
or at least heard about it, and that the great majority of this 
number are inclined to think there is truth in the theory 
that the Germans intend to reduce Europe to slavery.

“Have you read or heard about the speech of a Nazi 


Conquered Poles . .

One-third of those questioned (33 per cent) replied 
This percentage, applied to the total voting popu- 
lation, is the equivalent of about 15 million people.

In Greek War 


Toll of Dead High; Fas- 
cists Are Thrust Far- 
ther Back. 


ATHENS,, Dec. 26.—(#)—Italy’s 
ill-starred war against Greece has 
cost the Fascists 45,000 men in 
wounded alone since the campaign 
began October 28, captured Italian 
officers estimated tonight as the 
Greeks thrust ahead through mud 
and snow north and northwest of 
Chimara, Albania. 

The officers, talking to corre- 
spondents at the front, made no 
estimate of the Italian dead, but 
said the toll was extremely high. 


One Blackshirt major reported 
his battalion lost one-third of its 


men in two weeks and received 
no reinforcements. Others made 


Similar statements. 

Italian prisoners arriving in- 
Ioannina, Greece, from the front, 
were described as being in a viti- 
ful state, many of them barely 
able to walk as the result of ijll- 
ness, frostbite or hunger.

“Good Neighbor” Network 

Extension of chain broadcasting by the 
Columbia Broadcasting System +tto 18 of the 
20 American republics. to the south marks an 
important forward step in the closer linking 
of the United States with other nations of 
this hemisphere. It is a practical application, 
by business, of the Roosevelt “good neighbor” 
policy which has done so much to cement the 


friendly ties of all American nations, ties 


which are so important at this time when bold 
dictators seek to force all the world into their 
bondage. 

Broadcasts from the United States have 
been sent, by short wave, to Latin America for 
a number of years. This, however, is not so 
effective, inasmuch as most radio listeners in 
these countries to the south, just like most 
radio listeners in our own country, listen far 
more to local long-wave broadcasts than they 
do to short-wave programs. 

CBS has arranged, however, with leading 
long-wave stations in 18 of the 20 republics, 
to rebroadcast special Columbia programs on 
the “chain” system, just as similar programs 
are re-broadcast in this country. The pro- 
grams will be specially arranged for Latin- 
American listeners and should do much to 
make the average man there feel a closer 
bond of brotherhood with the average man in 
the United States, 

On the other hand, Columbia has arranged 
for the broadcasting in this country, over CBS, 
of programs originating in the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries. Thus, while Dom Pedro to the 
south is learning about the United States, Mr.

Editorial Symposium ' 
ORGANIZED LABOR AND DEFENSE 


As the spotlight of public interest shines on 
organized labor’s part in the defense machinery 
of the country, newspaper editorial writers criti- 
cally scan the words of William Green, of the 
American Federation of Labor, and Philip Mur- 
ray, of the Congress of Industrial Organizations, 
and the SAN FRANCISCO NEWS suggests to the 
two leaders “that labor’s vulnerable spots up to 
now are too much like Mark Twain’s weather, 
about which there has been much talk but noth- 
ing done.” 

The WASHINGTON STAR compares the ex- 
pressed views of the two men, feeling that “Mr. 
Murray evidently regards the defense program 
primarily as a great re-employment porject with 
labor absolved of any and all responsibility for 
the lag in production,” while “Mr. Green enun- 
ciated a much more co-operative policy. ... In 
this connection, he specifically recognized a 
‘solemn duty’ to avoid strikes unless particular 


- conditions become ‘completely unbearable.’ ” 


Mr. Green’s “address is a fine one and makes 
salutary reading after the outpourings of those 
statesmen who are going about the land talking 
of making strikes in defense industries a criminal 
offense,” says the NEW YORK HERALD 
TRIBUNE, which, however, believes “the specific 
plan that Mr. Murray has advanced, while pro- 
viding a useful basis for discussion, does not meet 
all the realities of the situation. He would set up 
a new defe board, with the President as its 
head, and with equal representation for labor and 
industry.” 

Meanwhile, the CHARLOTTE OBSERVER 
feels “Mr. Green made a strong and telling point 
for his organization when he challenged any one 
to point to ‘a single strike by any American 
Federation of Labor union which has delayed or 
impeded the national defense program.’” And 
the DETROIT FREE PRESS states that Mr. Mur- 
ray’s belief that the “‘real bottleneck’ of the 
defense program . , . is the ‘unwarranted, wholly 
unjustifiable allocation of government orders’ to 
a comparatively small number of large manu- 
facturers . .. is wholly in error.” The FREE 
PRESS sets forth that “Murray infers favoritism, 
whereas it is common knowledge that urgency 
sent orders where they could be filled with the 
most dispatch.”

ROOSEVELT SPEAKS OUT WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—At 


last the President seems ready 
to show the people what the country’s situation really igm to ex- 
plain the real importance of aid to Britain, and to tell what aid to 
Britain really means. Although his Sunday fireside chat may not 
be put in final form until shortly before delivery, many signs 
already suggest he will use strong terms. 

He and certain of his advisers have even discussed the efficacy 
of a frontal attack on such groups as the America First Committee 
and the recently founded No Foreign War Committee, whose loud 
cries for peace he interprets as solely intended to distract attention 
from an insidious effort to hamstring hi foreign policy. Whether 
or no the fireside chat includes such an attack, it will have three 
main purposes, all calling for bold language: 

(1) To convince the country of the gravity of the emergency, 
and thus to rally the full national energy for the defense effort. 

(2) To sell the country the new defense setup. 

(3) To sell the country the new plan for aiding Britain by loans 
or gifts of war material. 


LOUD, BUT SMALL, OPPOSITION Of these three purposes, 

the first two ought to 
be comparatively easy to accomplish. The third may prove more 
difficult, since congressional opposition to aid for Britain grows 
vocally louder as it becomes numerically less powerful. Silencing 
opposition insofar as possible was one of the direct objects of the 
plan to loan or give war material to the British. Its history, which 
is extremely significant, falls into two parts. 

The plan itself was conceived by the President. This fall, when 
the shipping problem first became acute, he began to turn over in 
his mind the notion of leasing American vessels to the British. The 
advantage of a lease over a sale was that it insured post-war res- 
toration of the American merchant marine. to its former size, 
whether by the return of the original vessels or by transfer of sub- 
stitutes for such vessels as might have been sunk. When he sailed 
aboard the Tuscaloosa for his vacation cruise, he took with him 
memoranda on this subject, as well as Treasury studies indicating 
the British would soon need help in financing their war purchases 
here. 

By the process of combination, which is one of his most in- 
grained mental habits, the President lumped the two problems to- 
gether. If it was feasible to loan the British ships, he could.see no 
reason why they should not be loaned guns and planes. The scheme 
seemed to surmount many of the obstacles, legal, political and 
financial, standing in the way of direct cash transactions between 
the British and American governments. After careful examination 
by the government lawyers, it was enthusiastically approved. 


MORGENTHAU SATISFIED But before aid to Britain could 


be put on a different and more 
generous basis, it was also necessary for the British to prove finally 
to the administration, and for the administration to show the coun- 
try, that the existing arrangement could not be continued. This was 
the purpose of the negotiations between Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau Jr. and the emissary of the British treasury, 
Sir Frederick Phillips. Now that these negotiations are reaching 
their conclusion, it can be stated authoritatively that Secretary 
Morgenthau was fully satisfied with the British balance sheet pre- 
sented by Sir Frederick and that the only serious point if con- 
trovéersy at any time was the disposition of the so-called British 
direct investments. 

The British direct investments in the United States, *in such 
things as real estate, branch factories of British industrial concerns, 
etc., are part of the oversea commercial empirg on which the 
livelihood of about 40 per cent of the British people depends. Natu- 
rally the British have been reluctant to liquidate investments of 
this sort. Nor has the administration made it a settled policy to 


force a 100 per cent liquidation. 


Th s a time when the 
UNPROFITABLE RAILWAYS There was a time when the 


tion of taking over British interests in this hemisphere and talked 
rather grandly of American ownership of the famous Argentine 
railways. But, in the first place, it was remembered that this was 
hardly practicable, since the Argentine railways, the President’s fa- 
vorite example, had not paid dividends for years and were situated 
in a nation from which exchange difficulties would prevent future 
dividends from coming to the United States. And, in the second, 
it was realized that asking the British to continue their struggle for 
democracy, while insuring post-war economic chaos in Britain, was 
not the wisest policy in the world. 

Thus Secretary Morgenthau merely asked Sir Frederick to con- 
vince the American people that Britain had done everything reason- 
able to finance her own war effort. Specifically, he suggested that, 
besides T. J. Carlisle-Gifford, w is disposing of British-owned 
American securities, another exp@rt be sent to this country to see 
what could be done, at least, about selling some of the direct in- 
vestments. If such a man were on the spot, he said, he would be 
justified in telling congress. “The British are scraping the bottom 
of the barrel. We can’t complain of them, and now it’s up to us. 

It seems likely that this sensible proposal will be adopted. If 
it is, if the British balance sheet is openly presented to congress 
as is now expected, and if the President speaks out on Sunday, 
the opposition to aid to Britain should be pretty feeble.

“GAGGING A BUZZARD” When I was breaking into the 


newspaper business the old-time 
editorial writer hadn’t disappeared. There was J. P. w. Mooney 
down in Memphis and in Nashville; there were Richard Yancey 
and Walter Cain. They minced no words and did no editorial 
toe-dancing. 

When General Ben Butler (called “Spoon” and “Beast” Butler 
because of the missing silver spoons and his conduct in New Or. 
leans) passed on to his reward, Walter Cain’s first sentence was: 

“The Beast is dead.” 

I recall another of his editorials which began: 

“There is a dead rat in the grand jury room.” 

There was, too. And the foreman, who was believed to be as 
corrupt a person as there was in the county, came up toting a gun 
and looking for Cain. He walked right out and bawled the foreman 
out of the building, gun and all. 

That wasn’t very long ago, I’d have you know. I recall that in 
1928 M. B. Morton, the grand old gentleman who was managing 
editor of The Banner, kept loose Kentucky tobacco, strong enough 
to carry an election, in one drawer of his desk and a Colt revolver 
in another drawer. 

What I finally am getting around +o is that one of the things 
happening in our town right now reminds me of a favorite phrase 
employed by Walter Cain. Once there was a petition out to get a 
pardon for a notorious convict and Cain said the petition would 
“gag a buzzard.” 

It seems to me the petition.now being circulated to get paroles 
or pardons for Fulton county’s convicted floggers would indeed 
gag a buzzard. The fact the masked floggers got off with so light 
a sentence is a crying shame, And now to come asking that they 
be released after their cowardly brutality and defiance of law 
requires a tremendous amount of gall. If these men are pardoned 
or paroled, it will encourage others of their kind to put on masks 
and to carry out night assaults and other brutalities. 

The slayers of Ike Gaston, who was beaten to death, have never 
been apprehended. There is a very grave suspicion that some offi- 
cers of the law know who did this nice nocturnal murder. The 
whole episode of the floggers is one of viciousness and brutality. 
If a pardon or parole is granted these convicted guilty floggers 
then the courts will be nullified and the criminal element respon- 
sible for floggings really will be able to win over officers to assist 
them in their crimes against man and the law. 

It is to be hoped that every good citizen will voice a protest 
against this brazen attempt to let these men out of jail before they 
have served their all-too-short terms. 

Instead of asking for clemency, every effort ought to be made 
to aon about convictions of all others against whom there is any 
evidence. 


THE MIND OF A FLOGGER Some day I hope to be able to 
figure out the mental work- 
ings of a flogger. I have tried and tried to understand what goes 
on in the mind of a man which makes him believe that he is some 
sort of exalted person fit to punish a fellow man. 
_ What sort of mind is it that can put on robes and masks and 
hold a “jury” trial of some person whom stool pigeon enemies have 
denounced to the masked organization? 

They gleefully beat Ike Gaston to death. I never even heard of 
Ike Gaston until his body was found and the reporters wrote stories 
about it. But I recall also that his wife and children sobbed and 
cried and denounced the brutes who had killed him. His wife and 
children didn’t want him punished. 

Theré is just one thing of which I am convinced—that is that 
the floggers always are much worse persons than the persons 
flogged. That just has to be true. 

But I still can’t understand what mixture of ignorance, crimie- 
nality and brutality it is which makes a man make up his mind to 
flog another man for something which is no business of his and 
no concern of his. We have officers and laws and courts, and they 
can protect us. 

That is, they'can protect us so long as public opinion supports 
the law and the courts. One of the worst things which could happen 
would be to turn loose these floggers who received, because of ine 
adequate laws, sentences which were wholly lacking in punishment 
for the crimes of which they were convicted. 

Let them stay ‘in jail until the last minute of those brief sen- 
tences has been served.

Until the day he died, the two nicknames clung to him, and 
even today they disturb his bones. | 

He never had much luck. Lincoln distrusted him, as did most of 
the Washington administration. He was removed .from important 
commands and there were those who went to Washington clamoring 
to have something “done for old Ben.” 

Nothing ever was done. When it came time for Lincoln to run 
the second time Ben Butler enjoyed a very mild presidential boom, 


It was built on a grudge and it peterd out. 


Because of his treatment of the ladies of New Orleans and harsh 
measures, the south called him “Beast.” Walter Cain, when he began 
his editorial “The Beast Is Dead,” was just putting down the 
popular sentiment of the old-timers. Even “Beast” Butler was not 
as bad as the midnight floggers of our modern times. :

Then the heathen Turks conquered Constantinople and scores of 
Greek scholars fled into central Europe, earning their bread by 
sharing their knowledge with the benighted natives. 

Thus the evil of war and conquest brought immeasurable good 
to innocent bystanders. And the timing was perfect, for that same 
year brought to Europe the art of printing from movable type—the 
invention that has done more than any other to bless and benefit 
mankind, since it made knowledge universal. 

In almost the same manner, the evil of\ persecution resulted in 
good when it hastened the process of making Christianity the ree 
ligion of civilization. 

If the early Christians had not been persecuted, they might 
have lived happily in their native land all their days without shar- 
ing their Gospel with the world. But when they fled under cover 
of darkness in terror of their lives, they scattered to the farthest 


reaches of civilization and their story of a Savior went with them. >

MY DAY: On Christmas 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Christmas Day! As I went my 
rounds yesterday I could not help thinking that for no adults could 
this day be a completely joyous one, but for children it must be. 
All the joy that one can put into a child’s life 
should be there. No matter what the future 
holds, those memories of childhood will help one 
through. 

Yesterday I started with a party for the 
children given at the Capitol theater by the 
Central Union Mission. As I go to these parties, 

I am impressed\more each year with the com- 

plete tractableness of the children of the poor. 

They are told to stand thus and so, they are 

given a bag of toys so a photograph may be 

taken, and then it is taken away again. They 

look bewildered, but they never protest. It is 

a quality of reasonableness better fitted to ma- psa 
turer minds and indicative of much experience that one would 
rather the children never had. 


The first party was at 8:45 and from there I drove to Arlington, 
Va., where a second party, given by the Kiwanis Club, was in 
progress. To each group I[ gave the President’s good wishes and 
my own. I was back in the White House at 9:40, going the rounds 
of the daily routine. 


Diana Hopkins had been busy while I was gone and arranged 
the little creche from the Greenwich House Pottery Shop at the 
foot of the big Christmas tree. I hope many children noticed it 
as they took their toys in the afternoon. Today we have it under 
our little tree on the second floor. 

The singing Trapp family, headed by Baron Georg von Trapp, 
paid me a visit about 11 o’clock yesterday morning. After telling 
me many interesting things which they had learned in their travels 
around our country, they sang two songs, an American one, “Home 
on the Range,” and, then in German, the Austrian Christmas carol, 
“Silent Night.” It is one of my favorites, but I don’t think I ever 
heard it more beautifully sung. 

I hope that everyone felt as I did about the few words which 
the President spoke at the lighting of the municipal Christmas tree. 
It seemed to me that he expressed for us all, whether we are 
articulate or not, the feelings we have in our hearts this Christmas 
time. 

We all enjoyed the carols sung by the WPA Negro Community 
Chorus on the White House steps last night before we went into 
dinner. They sang for 15.minutes and sent us away more appre- 


ciative than ever of the fact that our Negro people have a great | 


contribution to make in the musical world. 

Early this morning we were all in the President’s room, the 
children and the puppy the center of attraction.
